VIII. 
The 81st of Octob er, 1517. is the most 
memorab le day in modern history. 
It 
was on that day that a hold young G er­ 
man. an A ugustinian monk, nailed to the 
door of his cha{*el in W ittenb urg ninety- 
five thesis, challenging the authority of 
the Pope of the Christian church to sell 
Indulgences. 
Unknown heretofore b eyond his parish, 
unheard of except b y the few people who 
composed his congregation on Sunday, 
the name signed to those thesis was soon 
to b ecome the greatest in Christian his­ 
tory since the day of Christ, and the name 
of Martin Luther would soon b e ringing 
round the world as of a man who had 
dared set at defiance for his own convic­ 
tions’ sake the authority of the whole 
Christian church, as centered in the per 
sous of the Pope and his ecclesiastical 
tools. 
F o r a thousand years ignorance and 
superstition b ail b een used b y an unerup- 
ulous ami unprincipled priesthood for 
sub verting the people; and to such a tie 
gree had this b een accomplished as to 
make the church well nigh omnipotent in 
controlling the affairs of the world. 
Not 
only had ignorance b een used b ut, it may 
b e said, fostered b y llie church b ecause 
where ignorance is, superstition will have 
its strongest hold, 
ami the church tie 
pended more on superstition for its pow ­ 
er than on any other source. 
Outside the 
priestly class religion was a mockery am! 
morality a jest. 
Ami yet with all their 
villainy it was this class of men that com ­ 
posed the organization of the priesthood, 
that held la its hand the life of every in­ 
hab itant of the cizilized world. 
It was in 
the face of such conditions and dangers 
that Martin L uther dared stand b efore 
the world, a dissenter from the universal 
faith ami single handed and alone prepare 
to fight the b attle for truth as he conceiv­ 
ed it. 
Religious teachers of to-day have a duty 
to perform; are they performing it? 
An 
other crises in religious thought is at hand; 
are those who have it in their power to 
direct in a large measure the thought of 
the time doing their full duty tow ard the 
charges they have assumed? 
In plain 
words, are the men whose b usiness is the 
study and teaching of religious knowledge 
and spiritual truth, giving to the world 
all the light that is now streaming in up 
on the dark ami gloomy teachings of the 
uncritical ami credulous pant? 
And if 
they are not, why are they not? 
W hat is 
the actual state of religious b elief and 
knowledge to-day, and what is the chat* 
acter of the prevalent teaching on such 
mutters? 
Is teaching what it might and 
ought to b e? 
Is it definite and without 
amb iguity, and if not, “ if the trumpet 
give an uncertain sound, w ho shall pre 
{» are himself for the b attle," which way 
are we moving and w hat is moving us? or 
if we arc not moving why d on ’t we? 
Let 
us consider some of these q uestions, for 
in them I doub t not, we may find food for 
much valuab le and wholesome thought 
In the first place let us inq uire more par 
ticularly, What Is The Situation ? 
This is a golden age. 
It is an Hge of 
prosperity and 
material advancem ent 
Our country is the great receptical into 
which the wealth of the world is b < ing 
poured. In a few generations more we may 
exjK-ct lob e the richest nation on earth. 
From Canada to the Gulf, from the At 
lantic to the Pacific, peace ami prosperity 
hold their reign supreme 
This is the age 
that has seen tin- process of money gel 
ting grow from a simple occupation to a 
science and from a science to a mania, 
which mania has so possessed a great por 
tion of our people as to drive all other 
considerations Into the b ackground of 
thought, and has so influenced the thought 
(if the rest as to leave its stam p on almost 
every product of the thought of tim e. 
And yet this spirit of the age is riot, as 
some would try to represent it, wholly an 
evil spirit. 
While its Influence is w ide­ 
spread it does not affect all alike, ami is 
often ihe cause of great good. 
T he same 
spirit which iu m any b ecomes a mania 
for money getting, the spirit of activity 
and progress incites others to the most ar 
duous lab ors in the field of knowledge 
T his spirit and training of the times has 
engendered a nation of keen 
Intellects, 
and the activity of thought has spread far 
b eyond the commercial world, 
and the 
wtjeeis of thought turn faster ami 
faster 
in the lab ratory of the scientist, and in 
the study of the preacher—b ut in this lat 
ter case they haven’t in most instances 
got to b urning loud enough to hurt much 
yet. 
T he spirit and the training 
of the 
times, I say has q uickened thought and 
now we find ourselves at the ia tte re n d of 
a century of the most critical inventiga- 
tion the world has ever know n, a century 
of the profouneest research in science, in 
history and in religion. 
These 
state­ 
ments mean something. 
They are not 
mere accumulations (if words, it is the ■ 
thought b ehind them that we need ob ­ 
serve. 
Such earnest and tireless investi­ 
gation and research could not b e without 
results, and what results may we reason­ 
ab ly expect? Though our ex{» ectatlou
